You may recall that last July when we were 
asked about participating in the White House Fellows 
program we advised you that, while we did not have a 
firm policy governing the situation, we saw no reason 
why we shouldn't accept a qualified and security-cleared 
candidate for a tour of duty with us.

I can say that as well for the White House Fellowship program 
of which you have been (and I hope will continue to be) a 
stalwart supporter and enthusiast. The Fellows who have met 
with you have been greatly enriched by the experience, and 
those who have been in this job have valued your enthusiasm 
for and frequent help to the program. 

I reeret that your departure means we will not have the oppor- 
tunity of assigning a White House Fellow to you next year. . 1
